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REMARKS 

Claims 54, 57-60, 66, 68-77, 79-84, and 86-90 were pending in the application prior to 
the Amendment and Response After Final mailed on September 24, 2007. New claims 1 14-137 
have been added. Claims 71 and 113 have been amended. Following entry of this Supplemental 
Amendment and the Amendment and Response After Final mailed on September 24, 2007, 
claims 54, 57-60, 66, 68-77, 79-84 and 86-137 will be pending. 

Support for the amendments to claim 7 land new claims 114-137 can be found 
throughout the specification and in the claims as originally filed. Claim 113 has been amended 
to correct the dependency. Additional support for new claims 121, 124, 127, 130, 133, and 136, 
can be found in the specification as filed at page 36, lines 23-25. Additional support for new 
claims 122, 125, 128, 131, 134, and 137 can be found in the specification as filed at page 50, 
lines 27-28. 

Since the claim amendments and new claims made herein merely incorporate subject 
matter previously claimed and examined in the present application in the currently pending 
claims, no additional search is required and no new issues of patentability have been raised. 
Therefore, the claim amendments and new claims made herein are permissible under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.116, and Applicant respectfully requests that the present Amendment and Response be 
entered. 

No new matter has been added. The foregoing claim amendments should in no way be 
construed as an acquiescence to any of the Examiner's rejections, and have been made solely to 
expedite the prosecution of the application. Applicant reserves the right to pursue the claims as 
originally filed in this or a separate application(s).
